— It docs not pay to buy secnmV 
cliuw fruit trees for planting, 'i'iiey 
may lie elieiiper at lirst than flrst-eloss 
trees, but will bo found many times 
dourer in the end. 

—Soma farmera, with a little oxpori. 
enco and' a few acres of land suitable 
for raising onions, can make more clear 
cash than the majority of farmers who 
havo large grain fiiriii'^, 

—1/ paris green is iiseil for destroy, 
ing tho eodliiig-uioth that makes so 
many apples wormy, It Hhoiiltl bo ap- 
plied in in spiny while tho young fruit 
is so Bmall that It atanda up on the 
stem. 

—Only tho carofid, provident farmer 
can I'oally apiireciato tho great relief 
of ample eorii-fodiler supplies. )^he 
only who ri;:htly improves the oppor- 
tunity for producing them .when the 
earth is kept moiat and productive by 
the early raiua.

Some Tlial Aro Xot Founded on BabaCao- 
tial Urounda. 

The advantage ot raising sheep are 
overlookod in many eases because uf a 
few diltlouitios in tho wuy; hut a com- 
parison of the benefits to be derived 
frum shoelt With 'the diaadvontinfos 
arising will show that the faulta dro 
due mora to the mode ot mhtu^fement 
than to the sheep. Attonjr the objeo- 
tions to keeping sheep aro that they 
grazo too idose to tho ground thereby 
kiUiiig the grassy that they are subject 
to loss fiijin dogs; thai tlu-y aro liable 
tu foot-rot and other diseases,- und that 
the best breeds demand too much care. 
The flrat objection, that of grazing 
close. Is really an advantage, for It 
permlta of utilizing the shoep on fields 
that would alTord no sustenuneu to 
other stock, and enabk« the farmer lo 
keep a llock of sheep whei-o the 
land would otherwise be valueless. 
It la the doao grazing by the she*!]) that 
allows of their use on poor soils, which 
they enrich with tlieir droppings, 
tlieretiy making jiosslble u ]irollt whon 
sueh lands ore devoted to crops. The 
ubjoctlons that dogs destroy slioe|i is 
true, but no farmer should keep shoep 
except under conditions that fully pro- 
tect them from all kindB of depredators.

They aiv entitled u> the sumo 
care and consideration that are be- 
stowed on otiier atook. Tho .fodt-rot 
and other dlaoaaoa ara often due to im- 
pi-opor conditions. Sheep, if .kept ox- 
elusi-7ely on damp locations, will bo 
Hubjeet to foot-rot. and other aniinala, 
if kept in the s^imo manner, will be, 
subject to diseases also. That tho otK 
joution to sheep on aooount ot the bosa 
niiitton breoda demanding extra caro 
and attention ia true is ad- 
mitted, but that aoch sheep give 
a good i*i,'tuni for ttie care bc^ 
stowed ifl also tniit While there may 
be littio or no profit from the common 
Hocks that are turned on tho hillaidea 
with nn caro, it haa bben demonstrated 
that the improved broods will yjold a 
large profit after paying for extra liv- 
bor and food. The ImproviMi sheep 
will often weigh tlireo bundixid iHiimds 
each, while the native sheep is not up 
tu onu hundred pounds, und In valuo ;

Austria-Hungary, In- 
dia, Aiulralia ami llie countries of 
the upper .MciHti'i i aneau will have a 
surplus of about <J<MIUU,UUU bushel, 
hut (tennany, Holland, Uelgiom, 
lUly, Swilaerland, Spain, Portagal, 
ireocr, Denmark, Norway, snd 
iweden. In Kiironc, and llic Went 
Indies. Brazil anj China will require 
about 90,000,000 lo supply their dc 
mand.
